Washington, March 
23.—^Président 
"Wilson's address to congress was taken 
u p in its tentative form at today's cab- 
inet meeting. 
Practically all the sec- 
retaries had been asked to bring ma- 
terial for points upon 
which

While the exact nature of the 
president's address necessarily -will be 
determined by the devwtopments of the 
next ten days, it is expected to be spe- 
cific in character and probably 
will 
outline 
comprehensively 
Just 
w h a t 
steps he believes congress should take 
to meet the warlike operations of Ger- 
m a n submarines. 


Administration officials realize t h a t 
during the period of waiting a sus- 
tained effort is being made in Germany 
to place the responsibility for war on ] 
t h e United States. 
The hint of an offer ' 
of mediation is regarded as added evi- 


dence of this movement, but the presi- 
dent and all his advisers are 
deter- 
mined that if. war actually comes it 
shall be clear to the world that it has 
not been of America's choosing. 
The 
president, to keep In touch witli a r m y 
and naxT preparations, cancelled prac- 
tically all engagements today except 
one with Governor McCall, of Massa- 
chusetts, who 
wanted 
to confer 
on 
ways in which the state might 
co- 
opei'ate with the federal government.

AMERICAN SHIP IS 
TWICE TORPEDOED 
WITHOÜT WARNING 


Amsterdam, March 23.— (Via Lon- 
ilon.) — The Handelsblad says there 
Rre only six Americans among the sur- 
vivors of the Healdton, American ship 
torpedoed 
by a 
German 
submarine 
Wednesday. 


In its account of the sinking of the 
{iealdton, the Handelsblad says: 
"The 
unreliability of the German assurance-s 
regarding the so-called safe zone is 
Phown by the reports of the crew of the 
liealdtoii 
and 
the 
crews of 
fishing 
boats. 


"For 
safety's 
sake 
the 
Healdton 
chose the northern route. 
All went 
well until Wednesday evening at 8:15 
a'clock when a submarine 
suddenly 
made a treacherous attack. 
Without 
fully emerging and %vithout a warning 
it fired two torpedoes which hit the 
steamer amidships, so that the vessel, 
because of the dangerous character of 
her cargo and an explosion in the en- 
gine room, caught fire at once. 


"The crew in three boats tried 
to 
leave the ship. 
Two sloops with thir- 
teen and seven men, respectively, suc- 
ceeded in getting away, but the third 


containing twenty-one 
men "capsized 
and nearly all were drowned. 


"The crew of a Dutch trawler which 
observed the fire from a great distance 
believed the glow to be t h a t of the 
aurora borealis and did not go to the 
rescue. 
The next day, however, see- 
ing a sloop under sail, they at once 
stopped fishing and steamed in the di- 
rection of the sloop whose occupants 
were so exhausted that they were un- 
able to manueveV their boat alongside 
the trawler. 
The captain of the traw- 
ler 
finally 
managed to approach 
the 
sloop and some of the Dutch 
fishermen 
jumped into the ci-aft and brought it 
alongside the trawler, where the ship- 
wrecked 
men were taken on 
board, 
cared 
for 
and 
supplied 
with 
di-y 
clothes. 
All the property of the crew 
was lost. 


"After the attack the submarine a t 
once submerged and disappeared with- 
out troubling over the lot of the ship- 
wrecked sailors. 


Among the crew of the 
Healdton 
were thirteen Americans of whom six 
were 
rescued." 


(By The Associated Press.) 


The initial phase of the tremendous battle which has 
opened in northern France has apparently turned in favor 
of the French who are reported to have forced their way 
across the Aillette river and the Crozat canal at several 
points. 


Along these waterways, the Germans elected to make 
their first stand in defense of La Fere, toward which Gen- 
eral Nivelle is rushing his advance troops in a desperate 
effort to break the Hindenburg line before the Gennan de- 
fense is consolidated. 


Further south the French are attempting to batter 
their way toward Laon, but between them and their goal 
lie the great forests of Coucy and St. Gobain, and the 
comparatively meagre advances reported from Paris in- 
dicate that the issue is still very much in doubt. 


Some ground has been gained northeast of Soissons, 
but the fact that the French report having inflicted very 
heavy losses on the Germans is an intimation that the in- 
vaders are holding this section in force. 


French refugees from the devastated wilderness over 
which the retiring Germans have passed add their evi- 
dence to the accumulating proof that Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg's purpose is to give battle to his pursuers on 
a line running from Lille to Laon. This means that, in the 
event of the French failing to break through at La Fere, a 
further withdrawal of the Germans is due to take place on 
the British fo'ont. The sharp salient running^from Airas 
to Cambrai must be evacuatod and, in support of this as- 
smnption, London reports explosions and incendiary fires 
in the district about Arras. This additional retirement 
will mean the evacuation of many more square miles of 
French territory, including the great coal mines around 
Lens. 


The whole question at present appears to be whether 
the allies can move their heavy artillery fast enough so as 
to strike a smasMng blow at the Germans before the latter 
can effectively organize their positions, according to mili- 
tary critics in Paris and London, who believe that a few 
days will decide this question.

n a m e and 
Miss 
Spalding as "Rose 
King," they went to the cafe for din- 
ner. 
They spent more than two hours 
over the meal, prolonging it by re- 
peated calls for black coffee.

two shots. 
They rushed to the booth 
where the girls had been seated and 
found Miss Stanton dead, lying half 
across the table. 
Miss Spalding lay on

Here also were found Russian ofCicers 
with German names who had been ar- 
rested by old soldiers on suspicion of 
having sent communications f r o m the 
f o r m e r empress to Berlin via Stock- 
holm. 
In a neighboring room at the 
director of the Tsarskoe-Selo . lyceum 
school was a general in the a r m y and

reactionary member of the court. 
In 
a separate room was Prince Putiatin, 
who was held prisoner. 
Prince Puti- 
atin was one of the reactionaries. 
For- 
merly private secretary to the emperor 
and in recent years director of the 
palace. 
Putiatin Is famous for 
his 
presence during the interview in 1904 
between reform members of the zemst- 
vos and the emperor. 


The zemstvos delegation warned the 
monarch that a revolution was Impend- 
ing and before rejecting their advice, 
Nicholas listened 
to

counsel of Putiatin.

The president received his first of- 
ficial reports on the Incident early to- 
day. 
The news came in a cabled re- 
port last night f r o m American Consul 
Mahin, a t Amsterdam, a f t e r the pres- 
ident had retired. 
The consul report- 
ed t h a t the vessel, which was u n a r m - 
ed, was torpedoed 
without 
warning 
off the coast of Holland on Wednes- 
day.

SAYS WILSON IS 


INAI IN HIS 
CARLESSNESS 


Berlin, Thursday. March 22.—(Via 
London, March 23.)—The Lokal Anzeiger 
accuses .Resident 
Wilson of 
criminal 
carelessness in his conduct of American 
German relations. The paper says: 


"Dispatches from America and other 
neutral countries repeatedly play with 
the idea of the possibility of Germany 
according American ships diflferent treat- 
ment from that given other neutrals on 
the ground that Germany must have an 
interest 
in avoiding 
a conflict 
with 
America. 
It seems a fact that America 
also is keeping alive the hope that at 
the last moment we may find a way to 
compromise with the American stand 
point. 
After the chancellor, as well as 
the other officials involved, have repeat- 
edly emphasized that there can be no 
going ba«k for us, it is only necessary 
n o w to lay stress upon the following: 
The policy of President Wilson since the 
breaking off of diplomatic relations has 
been characterized by careless and orim- 
inal errors. He has played with the desti- 
nies of ^ e a t peoples and he desires to 
make his further course depend upon 
•whether Germany commits an overt act 
•—that is, an openly hostile action against 
an armed American merchantman. 
At 
the same time he lets it be known that 
he has commanded 
these a.rmed mer- 
chantmen to open fire on their part on 
all submarines immediately. 


"In the face of the reasons we have 
given the whole world as the basis for 
an unrestricted submarine warfare, it is 
unparalleled rashness if 
the president 
risks the lives of American citizens in 
the careless belief that we will not dare 
to injure them. 
Even apart from the 
fact that our naval authorities declare 
that it is practically impossible to dis- 
tinguish American 
from non-American 
merchantmen, the German governmpnt 
must emphatically decline to consider 
any discrimination. 
If President Wilson 
rashly wants war he should start it and 
he will have it. 
On our side it only re- 
mains to assure him that we have put 
an end to negotiations about submarine 
warfare once for all. 
The monstrous 
guilt for a German-American war, should 
it come, would fall alone upon President 
Wilson and his government."

Petrograd, March 22.—The United 
States is the first nation to recognize 
formally the new government of Rus- 
sia. 
Ambassador Francis m a d e a pre- 
liminary call this morning on 
F o r - 
eign Minister 
Milukoff 
immediately 
upon the receipt of Instructions from 
the state departinent at Washington. 
This afternoon, accompanied 
by 
his 
staff, including the naval and 
mili- 
tary attaches, he went to the Marin- 
„ky palace, where the council of min- 
isters was assembled, made the for- 
mal recognition 
and 
presented 
con- 
gratulations and 
felicitations on 
be- 
half of the United States. 


The 
ambassadorial 
party was 
re- 
ceived in the council chamber. 
All 
the ministers were present and stood 
in a row 
behind 
the semi-circular 
table. 
Ambassador 
Francis 
stepped 
from the group of secretaries and ad- 
dressed the ministers, saying: 


"I have the honor as the ambassa- 
dor and representative of the govern- 
m e n t of the United States, accredited 
to Russia, to state. In accordance with 
Instructions, t h a t the government of 
the United States has recognized the 
new government of Russia and I, as 
ambassador of the United States, will 
be pleased 
to 
continue 
intercourse 
with Russia t h r o u g h the medium of 
the new government. 


"May the cordial relations existing 
between the countries continue to ob- 
tain; may they prove mutually satis- 
factory and beneficial." 


The Russian foreign minister. Dr. 
Paul Milukoff. replied for the 
min- 
isters. 
He said: 


"Permit me. In the name of 
the 
provisional government, to answer the 
act of recognition 
by 
the 
United 
States. 
You have been able to follow 
for yourself 
the events which 
have 
established a new order of affairs for 
free Russia. 
I have been more than 
once in your country and may bear 
witness tlmt the ideals which are rep- 
resented by the provisional 
govern- 
ment are the same as underlie the 
existence 
of your own country. 
I 
hope that this rreat chance which has 
come to Russia will do much to bring 
us closer together than we have fver 
been before. 


"I must tell your excellency 
that 
during the last few days I have re- 
ceived many 
oorigratulatlons 
from 
prominent men In your country-assur- 
ing me tliat th« public opinion of the 
Unfted States is in sympathy with us. 
Permit me t othank you. 
We 
are 
proud to be 
recognised 
flrst 
by a 
country whose ideals we cherish." 


FKANCIS REQUESTS IT. 


Washington, March 23.—^Formal and 
.full recognition by the United States of 
the new government of Russia was an- 
nounced last night at the state depart- 
ment. The silence which has been ob- 
served at the department concerning the 
events in Russia was broken when offi- 
cials learned that the news of Ambassa- 
dor Francis' official welcoming- of> the 
new regime had been received in press 
dispatches. 


It m a j now be stated that on Tues- 
day the department, received a long dis- 
patch rfom Ambassador Francis asking 
authority to r^ognize, formally the new 
litrovenunent. 
The ambaisador pointed 


out thai the new Russia was founded on 
the same principles which had inspired 
the framers of the American republic and 
that ita leaders stood for all that tliis 
country held sacrcd. 
The revolution, he 
said, liad bepn ontirelj successful and 
good order prevailed everywliere. 
I 
The ambassador desired particularly 
that the United States should be the 
first nation to welcome the new Russian 
government into the family of nation.i. 


I He recalled America's policy to do every- 
thing in its power for the extension of 
republican principles and 
.spoke most 
liighly of a movement which in less than 
a Aveek had given the most autocratic 
country iu the world a modern govern- 


ment. 


Oflicials here echoed this feeling and 
were e.specially enthusiastic about the 
personnel of the new government, whose 
members were known to be not only 
highly ])atriotic and liberal minded, but 
also highly efficient to meet the coliosal 
task before them.

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Germany Gives the Answer. 


While a neutral power of Europe is delicately feeling aloat in 
Washington to learn what kind of a reception might be given propos- 
als for reopening discussion of the snbmarino issue with Germany^ the 
answer is furnished by Germany herself. The sinking of the Amencaxi 
steamer Healdton by a German submarine and the loss of a score of 
American lives can hardly be thought to advance the friendly neu- 
tral's case at the state department, nor that it leaves the status of 
Germany's war against the Unit-ed States in any degree less of doubt 
than before. 


The Healdton affair is the worst of the German atrocities upon 
this country since the campaign of ruthlessness against all shipping 
^vas inaugurated. It is Germany's answer to the president's proclam- 
ation summoning congress to deal with her war upon us; it is Ger- 
^jiany's challenge to congress to take what steps it likes. It is Ger 
iiiaiiy 's sufficient notice to the United States that she holds this coun- 
try's friendship and its enmity equally in contempt. There is but one 
l ejoinder to that and in two weeks congress will unite fully with the 
j^r^ident to sound the answer. Germany has shown too completely to 
be doubted that in no wise nor to any degree does she mean to aban- 
don her policy of frightfulness on the seas and that American ships 
under the American flag have no more immunity than English ships 
under the English flag. 


In Washington, the overtures of the neutral that is trying to re- 
open the submarine issue to a further discussion, has encountered on- 
ly indignation. It is readily and thoroughly understood that Ger- 
many again is seeking to place an interfering hand in the American 
congress. The meddling is not likely to"proceed far this time. Mem- 
bers who were susceptible to these influences three weeks ago and 
more have heard from home and from the country. When congress 
assembles the middle of next month they will be few upon its rolls 
who may care to embrace the "Gumshoe Bill" creed as their platform 
of Americanism. The extreme pacifists and the kaiserists in congress 
jna.y show no more sense in the one case and no more loyalty in the 
other than they did in the closing days of the last session, but they' 
will be less blatant and less bold. Certainly they will be fewer in num- 
her. ]\rore than one of the reacreant dozen in the senate has come re- 
generate through the heat of public feeling. There is no manner of 
<loiibt as to what congress will do, 


Germany can avert formal recognition of a state of war between 
herself and America by the one course of ceasing to make war on 
America. There is no other. In less than a week four American ships 
have been sent without warning to sea bottom. Can any but the one 
thing be made of that? 


Cabinet 
Reorganization. 


From many friendly sources there are going to President Wilson 
grave urgencies that he reorganize his cabinet for the events that soon 
will be in full sweep against the country. The president would meet 
a general hope if not expectation by setting about the task of 
strengthening the cabinet, which is at once the government's board of 
executors and the nation's council of war. 


There is a widespread conviction that the president in emergen- 
cies BO critical needs a stronger and more energetic hand at the head 
of . the navy department than the pacific Mr. Daniels, and at the head 
of the war department than the brilliant but somewhat callow Mr. 
Baker. 


Upon these two administrators wül rest the immediate tasks of 
the national defense. In a crisis that confronts the nation with the 
actualities of war with the first military power of all time, the paci- 
fism and leisureliness of Mr. Daniels and the inexperience of yopng 
Mr. Baker do not meet the insuperable demands of the hour. 


President Wilson wquld command general and immediate ap- 
proval of the country by reconstruction of his cabinet to war pur- 
poses. The proposals extensively discussed some weeks ago that a 
coalition cabinet was not the least of national preparedness measures, 
in the event of war, have just as much force today as when brought 
lip. The country would take no little reassurance from reorganization 
of the cabinet in such wise as to place the war and navy portfolios in 
hands strong, energetic and experienced.

S c a t t e r e d Principalities 
Take On STational TTnity 
Under Ivan, Who Expels 
the Mongolian Overlords.

Russia under the Mongol yoke was 
gradually united into the grand princi- 
pality of Muscovy, with Moscow as a 
capital. 


At the same time Idthuania becáme 
powerful in western Russia, Novgorod 
remained 
an 
independent 
republic, 
and Sweden and the Liivonlan knights 
prevented Muscovy's expansión to the 
north, Poland to the west, Turkey to 
the south. 


Had Novgorod oast her lot with 
I^huania, history might have been 
Afferent. 


This republic, which had Invited , the 
dynasty of Rurik to Russia in 862 A. 
D., submitted to,the grand prince of 
Muscovy in 1470. 
Thus the founda- 
tion of thè modern Russian empire 
was laid. 


Principality after principality sub- 
mitted to Muscovy, whose ruler be- 
came known as Ivan the Great. 


Inner dissension among the Mon- 
golian overlords of Russia caused the 
empire founded by Genghis Khan., to 
be split into smaller parts. 
In Eu- 
ropean Russia appeared the Khanates 
of Kazan, Astrakhan and Crimea, and 
the Horde of the Nogals. 


Kazan was established on the ruina 
of the ancient Bulgaria, on the Volga. 


Ivan the Great used the petty jeal- 
ousies among the Tatars to aid his 
cause, and in 1478, having made him- 
self a despot over the Russian princi- 
palities, he rebelled against the Mon- 
golian overlords. 


Ivan trampled under foot the image 
of the khan which the latter's envoys 
brought in their Journey to receive 
Russia's tribute. Then he slew all the 
envoys but one, who was permitted 
to carry the news to the Mongolian 
horde. 


The Muscovites and the 
Mongols 
faced each other finally across a river, 
over which insults were hurled. "Win- 
ter came; ice formed between the two 
inactive armies. 
Still there was no 
battle. 
Suddenly unexplained panic 
seized both armies; the Muscovites re- 
treated toward Moscow and the Tatars 
returned into Asia, never again to re- 
cdnquer their Russian empire. 
Thus 
inglorioualy was Russia's victory over 
her Asiatic overlords won, aided by 
the collusion of Crimea, one of the in- 
dependent colonies left in Russia by 
the Tatar overflow. 


Ivan the Great next fought incon- 
clusive wars wHh the Liithuanians. and 
invited Greeks and Italians into the 
court of Russia, which now, the Mon- 
gol Influence gone, begain again to 
assume the chaxaoter of a European 
state. 


Ivan the Great's grrandson, Ivan the 
Terrible, assumed the throne In 1547, 
and signalized his reign by conquering 
and annexing Kazan and Astrakhan, 
holding the Crimeans in check, and 
driving the ^eutoniu oppressors from 
Livonia and Esthonla. 
Poland took 
Livonia from Russia, but Ivan sent the 
Cossacks across the tJrals and took 
possession of western Siberia. 
Sweden 
and Poland prevented him from get-« 
ting a port on the Baltic. 


The later years of Ivan's life were 
marked by great cruelties. He invent- 
ed the pastime of boUlng in oil. At the 
same time he formed an alliance with 
England, marking Russia's.permanent 
entry into affairs of western Europe. 


A succession of minor czars was fol- 
lowed by a period of strife between 
pretenders to the throne, which ended 
In the revolution ot 1605-1613. 
The 
entire land was bathed In blood, and 
order was restored only when a na- 
tional assembly of representatives de- 
clared the line of Rurlk extinct and 
conferred the throne upon 
Michael 
Feodorovitch, first czar of the house of 
Romanoff.

•with the flour, work in the shortening 
and the oatmeal, add just enough hot 
water to make the dough hold to- 
gether, roll out as thin as possible and 
bake in a moderate oven.

Washington, March 23—The min- 
istry created 
by the 
Russian 
re- 
volution, and which is now the real 
government of Russia, is not "red"— 
it is not even radical. It will shed no 
more blood than is necessary to pre- 
serve Russia and prevent a counter 
revolution. 


This is the composite opinion of a 
group of Russians in Washington who 
know the members of the cabinet well. 


All agree, however, 
that It Is de- 
cidedly liberal In tone and under pres- 
sure from the revolutionists will give 
Russia great reforms and probably 
create a republic on the ruins of the 
Romanoff dynasty.' 


Prince Lvof, the new premier, 
is 
one of the great men of Russia. An 
hereditary noble of »arge wealth, he 
supported the revolution of 1905 and 
organized the Zemstvo union, one of 
the great democratic forces of Russia, 
which has been of incalculable value 
during the war In providing hospitals, 
medicines, food and munitions for the 
army, when the corrupt bureaucracy 
failed to do its duty. 


Milukoff, new 
foreign 
minster, 
is a member of the «uma, a jour- 
nalist of international reputation. He 
strongly favors sweeping political re- 
forms, but has been conslstenly op- 
posed to revolutionary action. 


Rodzianko, third member 
of the 
"Big Three," who hold the reins of 
government, is not a member 
of the 
minstry, but president of the duma, 
which corresponds to the American 
speaker of the house. He is a great iron 
magnate and might well be called the 
"E. H. Gary of Russia." 


Of the other members of the cabinet, 
Tereshtschenko, minster of finance, 
is a great sugar magnate—the John 
D. Spreckles of Russia." 
Manuilov, 
minister of education, former rector 
of Moscow university, is a great au- 
thority on land problems. 


The other members, Konovalov, M. 
Lvof, Shingarev, Nekrasov, Gutschkov, 
Godnev and Kerenskl, are all members 
of the duma, of various 
shades of 
liberalism, with the exception of the 
last named, who represents the only 
really radical element In the ministry.

(Review.) 


SCRIPTimE LiBfiSGN—Read John 1«: 
1-14. 


(K)L.I>EN TEXT—Jesns salth unto him, 
I am the way, the truth, and the life, no 
man cometh unto the father, tmt by me. 
—John 14:8. 


The purpose of John's gospel la re- 
vealed in John 20:31. It was to prove 
that Jesus is the' Christ, the Son of 
God, and to prove It in such a vray 
¡that men might believe it in their 
hearts, and thus obtain, through that 
i belief, eternal life in his name. There- 
fore the best method of review for 
the lessons of the past quarter wtmld 
be to go over the lessons one by one, 
and find out how it is that this great 
truth, which brings life to men, Is Il- 
lustrated in each of the several les- 
sons. 
The object of such a review 
¡should be to make Jesus as real to us 
'as if we were with him and his disci- 
iples, and could realize that the Word 
,1s now dwelling among us, full of 
grace and truth, giving daily of his ful- 
ness and "grace for grace." (Ch. 1:14- ' 
•16). 
Jesus is "the way," the way 
ito heaven, the way to all that is high- 
iest and best on earth, the way of lifé, 
¡the way to the Father, the goal of all 
human aspirations, the way out of all 
human darkness and sin, the way to ; 
holiness and to God. Jesus is also the j 
truth, the revealed truth about God. j 
He revealed the forgiveness of God for | 
the sins of men, the right way of Ut* j 
ing. 
Jesus Is the life, the source of : 
life, the life itself, the true life here 
on earth, and the eternal life which is 
to abide forever. Thus our entire re- | 
ylew centers about Jesus Christ. 
It ; 
would be good to have a map chiefly 
of the vicinity of the Sea of Galileo ^ 
¡to use in this review. 
| 


Lesson I. Jesus, the Life and LIgM 
of Mon. This is the central truth of 
the gospel. Note the pre-eilstence of 
Jesus Christ as the eternal Word, "In 
the beginning with God." Then again 
we see it as plainly showing forth or 
declaring him to he God. We see him 
also as the Creator of all things. 
I 


Lesson II. John the Baptist. 
This 
is a lesson of John's testimony to Jesus 
as the Son of God ; also that Jesus was 
the Lamb of God, eternal, pre-esistent, , 
the One who was baptized by the Holy 
Ghost, showing us the real nature of 
Jesus as the Word of God. 
Describe 
who and what he was and did that 
made him the perfect Savior. 


Lesson III. 
The First Disciples of 
Jesus. Andrew and Philip discovered 
the Messiah of whom Moses and the 
prophets did write, and revealed htm 
unto Nathaniel, who discovered 
in 
Jesus the Son of God and the King of 
Israel. Relate how Jesus found these 
disciples, tlieir names and their char^ 
acteristics, and why each one was espe* 
cially fitted for his particular work. 


Lesson 
IV. 
His Father's House. 
Jesus, manifesting himself as the Son 
of God, the Father, was the Buler of 
God's house, and drove from it those 
who defiled it by making that house a 
bouse of merchandise. 


Lesson V. The Savior of the World. 
Jesus, as the only begotten Son of God, 
can give eternal life to those who be- 
lieve on him. Describe the character 
of Nicodemus, what it means to be 
born again, and what is meant by be- 
ing bom of water and of the spirit. 


Lesson VI. The Woman of Samaria. 
Jesus declared himself to this woman 
Bs the CJhrist, and also as the giver of 
eternal life; therefore he was God. 
Eeferring to the last lesçon, emphasize 
what Jesus meant by his reference to 
Moses and the brazen serpent, and 
bring out the fact that the water of 
which he speaks is the gift of everlast- 
ing life. 


Lesson VII. 
The Nobleman's Son. 


Jesus made his glory to be seen a sec- 
ond time in Cana of Galilee by healing 
sickness although not present at the 
bedside of the sick one. Healing and 
faith are co-partners. 


Lesson VIII. The Pool of Bethesda. 
Again Jesus manifests his power by 
healing by his bare word the man who 
had been infirm thirty and eight years, 
and who was utterly helpless and hope- 
less. Bring o«t how the man showed 
his faith. Explain why Jesus should 
say to him : "Sin no more lest a worse 
thing befall thee." 


Lesson IX. Five Thousand Fed. Di- 
vine power multiplying the loaves and 
fishes, and divine prudence In assemb- 
ling the fragments reveals the imques- 
tlonable, creative act of the power of 
Jesus Christ as perhaps none other of 
his miracles. 
Emphasize the part 
which the boy played in co-operating 
with Christ. 


Lesson X. The Bread of Life. Jesus 
Is the Bread of Life as well as the giv- 
er of everlasting life. He is the Bread 
of Life which cometh down from heav- 
en, and the one going to whom we shall 
never hunger nor thirst. 


Lesson XI. Jesus Saves Frotn Sin. 
Jesus, the Light of the World, has pow- 
er to set men free from sin, and "whom 
the Son shall make free Is free in- 
deed." In this lesson we have thé slav- 
ery of sin and the freedom of believ- 
ers. 


True faith is built upon facts, and 
those who accept and believe on tb^se 
facts have "everlasting life."

placed upon the French people. 
The 
problem of feeding the liberated peo- 
ple who iiave been suddenly cut off 
from the American relief administered 
from within the German lines, is being 
m e t promptly. 
The man in charge of 
the relief work in the Nesle district is 
a French soldiers, born and raised in 
tliis country', but having a Polish fath- 
er and American 
mother. 


l i e has two brothers living in Chi- 
cago w h o are also interested in relief 
work. 
In most of the villages evacu- 
ated the Germans left behind enough

supplies,

indeed, in all possible ways the Bureau

to checlc the growing 
power 
of the 
Zemstvo and organized city govern- 
ments. 


It was this conflict which brought 
about the killing of the "Mad Monk" 
Rasputin, who was put out of the way 
by the Liberals because of his Pro- 
German influence at court, and it was 
the attempt of the 
Bureau 
Govern- 
ment to maintain itself that streng- 
thened the German 
intrigue 
at the 
Czar's court and produced the three 
re-actionary 
Pro-German 
Prime 
Mini.sters, 
Stürmer, 
Trepoff 
and 
(îolitzrn. Finally came the 
imperial 
decree by which the Czar attemped to 
dissolve the Duma and the National 
Council. 
' 


Rofu.scrl to Get Out, 


The Duma and Council refused to 
he di.ssolved. The Duma's members felt 
that they had the real backing of the 
industrial organizations which had be- 
ccmi> the real though unofficial gov- 
ernment of the country. The army was 
also in .sympathy with the organiza- 
tions from which they had drawn their 
supplies, and when orders were given 
the army to fire on the 
people, 
the 
army refused and the weakness of the 
Czar's government was at once shown. 


In order to understand the Russian 
.-situation it must be remembered that 
from the beginning the Czar's 
court 
has not been actually antagonistic to 
the German.s. The people, on the other 
hand, the Slavs are racially and fund- 
amentally 
antagonistic 
to 
Germany 
and in sympathy with the allies in the 
objects for which the war 
has 
been 
fought. The Czar's court never wished 
Germany and 
Prus.sianism 
broken. 
The Kaiser and the Czar were at heart 
in the same interest, and a real Pro- 
All.v success would mean a weakening 
of the Czar's privileges and power as 
well as those of the Kaiser. Kvery day, 
for weeks, there has been the menace 
of a Pro-German coup in Petrograd 
and 
the 
overturning 
of 
the Czar's 
government will bi-fng great relief in 
the 
councils of the Allies. 
It should 
]>romise, also, better 
things 
for the 
Russian i)3ople.

Tsarskoe-Selo, Russia, March 22,— 
Via London, March 23,)—On his ar- 
rival here today in the custody of four 
members of the d u m a Nicholas Rom- 
anoff, 
the 
deposed 
emperor, 
was 
turned 
over 
immediately 
to 
the 
Tsarskoe-Seelo commander and taken 
to the Aleacandrovisky palace, 
where 
the 
f o r m e r 
Empress 
Alexandra 
al- 
ready was interned. 


The special train carrying the for- 
mer ruler arrived at 1:30 o'clock on 
the branch line outside Alexandrovis- 
ky park. 
On leaving the train Nich- 
olas entered an automobile accompa- 
nied by his adjutant. Prince Dolgor- 
oukofC, the only courtier of the finst 
rank who accompanied him, and by 
the four d u m a commissioners. 
They 
were driven to the palace. 
Nicholas 
was met at the door in the left wing 
of the palace by Count Benckendorff, 
who was his marshal of the court and 
is now under arrest. 


The former ruler held himself erect, 
looking calm and indifferent, although 
precipitated from the automobile with 
nervous haste, 
A battalion of the First 
rifle gua,rd regiment was a t the rail- 
road 
station.

Tsarskoe-Selo is Col. Kobullnsky, for- 
merly commander of the Petrogradsky 
regiment. 
To him the d u m a commis- 
sioners announced: 


"Our mission of handing over the 
emperor Is 'finished.

Petrograd to announce this fact to the 
duma,"

which Nicholas was being held in the 
palace officers declared to The Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent they knew 
nothing.

Jt was in 
February, 
linn, that 
the 
state of Oregon passed its minimum 
wage law. 
On December 17, 1914, the 
case was argued 
before the 
United 
States supreme court. 
Then for two 
years nothing happened. 
On June 5, 
1916, the court again took notice of 
the matter by asking that the argu- 
ments made two years before be re- 
peated.

The role played 
by 
the 
supreme 
I'liurt and congress in this railway em- 
idoye.s' fight for the eight hour basic 
day is a most unusual one. 
The or- 
ganized 
workmen—"the 
big 
four 
brotherhoods"—did 
not 
go 
to 
con- 
gress for what they wanted. 
They 
organized and prepared to strike. Inci- 
dentally they refused to be jockeyed 
out of their victory by any species of 
fake arbitration. 
They had suffered 
in the past 
by 
railroad-interpreted 
arbitration awards. 
They insisted on 
what they were after; nothing more 
and nothing less. 


It was President AVilson who drew 
congress into the aiTalr. 
He tried to 
mediate. 
But the brotherhoods stood 
pat. 
Then congre.ss stepped in 
and 
coerced the railroad owners and offi- 
cials by passing a law giving the men 
what they had agreed to accept as a 
compromise. 
Congress ddi this on its 
own 
(plus 
I'resldent 
Wilson's) 
mo- 
tion. 
The brotherhoods did not ask 
them to. 


Then an unprecedentedly raw per- 
formance WHS witnessed. 
The railroad 
officials, the United States department 
of Justice and the courts entered into 
what might well bo called a conspiracy 
to set aside and nullify 
a 
perfectly 
good law. 
A "moot" case was f r a m e d 
up out in Kansas and the 
"constitu- 
tional" (jue.'stinn of the right of con- 
gress to pas.s sdcli a law was expedited 
to the United States supreme court. 


And in the meantime the 
owners 
and managers of the railroads calmly 
di.sobeyed the law. 


Othei" laws passed by congress are 
good until tliey are found to be bad. 
The bulk of federal legislation never 
gets to the supi-eme court. The income 
tax law was ohe\ed for years during 
and after the civil war without any- 
one thinking of having a moot case 
framed up as an e.xcuse for refusing to 
obey it. 


T-!ut tiie railway employes are pa- 
tient. 
They called off their strike or- 
ders and, on "unofficial assurances" 
that the deci.sion would be 
obtained 
from the supreme court before March 
1, 1917, they overlooked the fact that 
the railroads should have begun the 
enforcement of the law on J a n u a r y 1. 
They waited. 


But March 1 came and went, and 
then 
two 
more 
Mondays 
(decision 
days) came and went and the myste- 
rious 
and 
procrastinating 
supreme 
court did not oracle. 


At this point the railroad press bu- 
reaus opened up a campaign of "patri- 
otic" horror at an ysuggestion of 
a 
strike. 
They began putting out 
the 
"in - this-dark - hour-of-peril - to-the- 
nation - no - loyal - railway - employe- 
could-for-a-moment-think," etc., stuff. 


This was too much for the brother- 
hoods. 
To be bunked by congress and 
the supreme court was bad 
enough, 
but to be conscripted by the railway 
presidents in the name of 
God 
and 
country was going too far. 
They pre- 
pared a real strike order and set the 
alarm clock.

Quartet.

Fargo, N. D., March 23.—Under plans 
tentatively arrangée, the Northern league 
will start the 1917 season with only four 
teams for the first time in its history. A 
reorganized circuit, which now seems as- 
sured, includes Warren, Minn., a place 
of 2,000 
inhabitants, where 
the $1,000 
guarantee 
required already 
ha.s been 
raised. 
The other three clubs are Winni- 
peg and Fargo-Morehead, 
which 
have 
maintained franchises continuously, and 
Thief River Falls, Minn., a new mem- 
ber. 
The tentative schedule provides for 
115 gamcis. 
, 


Reorganization of the league to include 
Warren and Thief Hiver Falls resulted 
when it develoiied that Superior, Wis., and 
Duluth, Minn., would drop out. 
Early 
indications pointed to a four team circuit 
including MInot and Grand Forks, 
but 
the necessary funds were not forthcom- 
ing from the latter place and it was found 
Impracticable to 
carry Minot, 
in that 
event, despite the willingness of its fans 
to meet the financial requirement«. 


The 1916 .season commenced with six 
clubs but closed with 
four—^Winnipeg, 
Fargo-Morehead, Duluth and Superior— 
after Fort WlHIam-Port 
Arthur, 
Ont., 
"fell by the wayside" in mid-season, forc- 
ing discontinuance of the Virginia, Minn., 
team because of resulting transportation 
difficulties. 


Observers express the opinion that the 
end of the Euroj^ean war will see a genu- 
ine reconstruction of the league, to in- 
clude a more extensive membership in 
Canada.

and fire a salute to the American flag, 
or face stern measures at the hands 
of the United States government. 


The bluejackets came back aboard 
promptly, but Huerta refused the sa- 
lute, qnd the order to "take Vera Cruz" 
followed from Washington. 


Admiral Mayo waa born at Burling- 
ton, Vt., December 8, 1856, of fighting 
stocli. 
Two of his ancestors were offi- 
cers In the continental army during 
the revolution. 


As a young boy. Mayo displayed a 
keen scientific bent, end entered the 
naval academy at 15, being graduated 
as an ensign in '78. 


In the navy, Mayo's scientific bent 
had full play, for he was for years at- 
tached to the coast survey—then a 
part of the naval observatorj% 


Serving through all grades, with all 


kinds of duty at sea and ashore, Mayo 
reached the gi-ade of rear admiral in 
June,

KiTigdom Restricted by 
Belligerents. 


The Hague, Netherlands, March 6.— 
(Correspondence 
of The Associated 
Press.)—Dislocation 
of the foreign 
trade of Holland, resulting f r o m t h e 
restrictions upon h e r imports and ex- 
ports imposed by the belligerents in 
their economic struggle, is emphasized 
by Dr. J o h n Loudon, t h e Dutch min- 
ister f o r foreign 
affairs, and P. E. 
Posthuma, minister of agriculture, in- 
dustry and commerce. 
Their report, 
now made public, holds particular in- 
terest for America, as it deals in part 
with the restrictions imposed upon the 
importation of American goods. 


Virtually everything now imported 
by Holland from 
oversea, 
including 
good.s f r o m Holland's own colonies, the 
mini.sters assert, has to be guaranteed 
by the Netherlands Oversea Trust as 
being for neutral destination and con- 
sumption. 
Even then, the entente al- 
lies pei-mit no goods to be imported by 
Holland until they ascertain 
whether 
the various articles are needed for nor- 
mal 
consumption 
in that 
country. 
While this investigation is in progress, 
the importations are dtained by the 
entente—even when they come f r o m 
Dutch colonies, America or other neu- 
t) al countries. 
Owing to objections on 
the part of the British 
government, 
imports guaranteed 
by the Oversea 
Trust 
sometimes 
a r e held 
u p f o r 
months a f t e r their arrival in Holland. 


Severe Restriction. 


Exportations for Holland 
virtually 
are limited to articles originating In 
neutral countries. 
This means 
that 
Holland cannot export goods in which 
more than 25 per cent of the r a w m a - 
terials came f r o m 
belligerent 
coun- 
tries. 


Earnest objections have been raised 
:',gainst the action of Great Britain in 
imposing regulations and restrictions

demand for the oils suitaWe for salad 
dressings and general food purposes has 
increased so rapidly in recent years 
that, according to an article in the 1916 
Yearbook of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, the consumption is now 
many times 
greater than the 
pro- 
duction of olive oil, which 
formerly 
was the chief product 
used for 
this 
purpose. In 
the United States cotton- 
seed, cocoanut, and peanut 
oils 
are' 
being used 
extensively. 
Corn oil is 
beginning to 
appear 
in the 
retail | 
market and it is probable that sooner j 
or later numerous other oils in more or ' 
less general use in foreign counties, 
such as the sunflower, the soy bean, 
poppy seed, and sesame will become 
more common in this country. 
| 


Food oils, like other culinary 
and 
table fats, are valuable 
sources 
of 
energy to the body, and it is for this ' 
reason that we regard fats, and rightly, • 
as very important foodstuffs. The food 
oils are well assimilated, the question 
of which one is to be 
preferred 
for 
domestic use being largely a matter of 
individual taste and relative price. 
' 
American Olive Oils Good. 


Although large quantities of olive 
oil are imported into the United States, 
the 
American 
product 
is of 
high 
quality and commands a good price. 
The demand for pickled olives, how- 
ever, is so great that it pays better in- • 
general to use the fruit in this way in- 
stead of crushing it for oil. Further- 
more, the American olives are not so 
rich in oil as the Italian. Many of the 
varieties grown in southern 
Europe 
contain between 40 and 60 per cent of 
oil and in this country 
usually 
less 
than 30 per cent is obtained. 


On the other 
hand, 
the 
United 
f-'tates produces 
by for 
the greater 
part of the cottonseed oil the world 
consumes. This product is in nearly , 
every respect a satisfactory substitute 
for olive oil. At the present time the , 
United 
States produces a.bout three , 
million barrels of this ^oil and exports ' 
about 700,000 barrels.'The process of 
manufacturing 
the finer grades of 
cottonseed oil is described in detail in 
the article already mentioned. It is 
noteworthy that this process is mucli 
iiiore complicated than the one em- ; 
l.icyed for the manufacture or olive | 
The finest grades of the later are ' 
iho.se which are expressed from the 
fruit with the least possible subsequent 
i eatnient. On the other 
hand, 
for 
' I vtonseed oil to be made suitable for j 
i'uman food, it must be refined and, . 
in addition, it is often 
desirable 
to i 
bleach and deodorize it. 
j 


The yield of oil is usually less than j 
17 per cent of the 
weight 
of 
seed : 
handled and, in consequence, there is ' 
a large residue of cakp and hulls. This ¡ 
material 
is 
valuable 
as 
feed 
or j 
fertilizer and can often be disposed of i 
to the local farmers. For this reason 
crude cottonseed oil mills are often 
located in small towns throughout the 
cotton-growing sections. The crude oil 
ir, shipped from these mills to south- 
ern refineries or the packing houses of j 
the North. 
After treatment in the.se 
establishments, the cloudy, <|ark red, 
crude product, which not infrequently | 
i.'; stronf? and rancid tasting, is trans- 1 
formed into a clear, light yellow, bland, j 
and almost tasteless oil, which is very j 
desirable for those who do not care for

Pennnt 
Oil in Favor. 


Another oil now rapidly coming in- 
to prominence is made from the pea- 
nut. This industry is especially prom- 
ising for those districts of the South in 
v/hich 
the boll weevil has made the 
l aising 
of cotton uncertain. This pest 
in some sections has decreased the pro- 
duction of cotton to such an 
extend 
that the local oil mills have been com- 
pelled to seek some material 
than cotton seed for their operations. 
The peanut not only 
furnishes this 
material but its hay and press cake 
make highly desirable cattle feeds. 


Although its manufacture Is com- 
partively new in this country, peanut 
oil has long been consumde in large 
quantities elsewhere. In Europe 
the 
finest grades of this product are used 
exclusively for edible purposes, and the 
tremendous production in France, that 
In 
Marseilles 
alone 
being 
about 
15,500,000 gallons annually, is practi- 
cally all consumed abroad. Very little, 
if any, of the highest-grade peanut oils 
are exported 
from 
Buorp« 
to the 
United States. 


Hitherto the American product has 
suffered from a lack of uniformity and 
from the use of all kinds of stock. The 
best oil is what 
is known 
as cold- 
drawn. This oil comes from the mill 
sweet and brilliant and ready for table 
use. It has a pleajsant nutty taste and 
needs no refining, provided, of course, 
the orginal material was clean and free 
from rancid nuts. On the other hand, 
peanut oils made from inferior material 
can be refined and the 
disagreeable 
odor and flavor removed, but such oils

Peanut Oil Has Quality. 


At the present time hish-grade pea- 
nut oil is not well known in the United 
States, 
though 
the use of the better 
sorts on the market is growing. Many 
persons have become accustomed 
to 
peanut oil and like it. as might lie ex- 
pected, for it is a very palatable food 
oil when of good quaHty. The .slow l o- 
cognition of the merits of .snch a jiro- 
duct is 
not 
.surpi.sing, 
becau.se 
it 
frequently takes a long time foi- an un- 
familiar food to become e.stablished in 
popular favor. Foi* in.stance it was some 
years before grapefruit, the consump- 
tion of whicli is now enoi'mous, came 
into general use. 


Quite recently corn oil has attract- 
ed some attention. This is derived from 
the small germ portion of our common 
Indian corn. In the 
preparation 
of 
cornstarch and brewer'.s 
grits, 
and 
sometimes in tlie case of other corn 
, products, the germ is more oi* less com- 
i Pletely separated from the rest of the 
grain. It is only in sucIt cases that it is 
possible to make corn oil on a com- 
mercial .scale, for otherwise the cost 
of extracting it would 
be too great. 
As yet, corn oil is not a common house- 
hold 
product, but it is 
now 
being 
placed upon the market in small re- 
tail packages. Methods for making it 
sweet and attractive have been per- 
fected 
and 
the 
manufacturers 
of 
edible 
fats 
are 
using 
increasing 
amounts in making lard sub.stitutes.

Miss Teichmann Engaged in 
Red Cross Relief Work 
at Newcastle. 


In an interview with a Sentinel re- 
porter 
Wednesday 
afternoon. 
Miss 
I.udmilla Teichmann, who has been 
engaged in Red Cross relief work at 
Newcastle, told of tho suiCei-ing of the 
homeless people and of the work done 
in their relief. Miss Teichmann '/isitod 
Mrs. A. E. Fauve for a short time and 
returned 
to 
Newcastle, 
Wednesday 
afternoon. 


All of the relief work in the stricken 
city is in charge of the Red Cross, 
nurses having hurri=id fiom all sur- 
rounding cities as soon as they learned 
of the disaster. 
Over two dozen nurses 
and many doctors arrived in the city 
in a short time after the catastrophe 
and immediately started the work of 
bettering conditions. 
Several student 
nurses from Indianapolis were among 
the first to offer their services. 


An emergency hospital was soon es- 
tablished and under t\ie direction of 
the Red Cross, a relief corps of New- 
castle 
people 
was 
organized. 
The 
members of this corps visited every 
home in the stricken part of the city 
and found out Just what was needed. 
All supplies were turned over to the 
Red Cro«8 for distribution, and 
the 
relief corps roceived the necessary ar- 
ticles from this source. 


Plenty of Food Supplied. 


From other cities money and food 
came in and this wa»' at once turned 
over to the emergency hospital. 
The 
gifts of food were more than suffi- 
cient for present needs and there are 
at the present time bushels of oranges 
and other fruit wattingr to be used.

The storm demolished their house and 
several hours later they were found 
in a shed. 
The exposure resulted in 
pneumonia. 
They were hurried to the 
emergency hospital where needed at- 
tention is being given them.

AMERICAN SHIP IS 


TWICE TORPEDOED 


WITHOUT WARNING 


Amsterdam, March 23.—(Via Lon- 


don.) — The Handelsblad says there 
are only six Americans among the sur- 
vivors of the Healdton, American ship 
torpedoed by a German submarine 
Wednesday. 
In its account of the sinking of the 


Healdton. the Handelsblad says: "The 
unreliability of the German assurances 
regarding the so-called safe zone is 
shown by the reports of the crew of the 
Healdton and the crews of fishing 
boats. 
"For safety's sake the Healdton 


chose the northern route. All went 
well until Wednesday evening at 8:15 
r.'clock when a submarine suddenly 
made a treacherous attack. Without 
fully emerging and without a warning 
it fired two torpedoes which hit the 
steamer amidships, so that the vessel, 
because of the dangerous character of 
her cargo and an explosion in the en- 
gine room, caught fire at once. 


"The crew in three boats tried to 


leave the ship. Two sloops with thir- 
teen and seven men, respectively, suc- 
:eeded in getting away, but the third 


containing twenty-one men capsized 
and nearly all were drowned. 


"The crew of a Dutch trawler which 


observed the fire from a great distance 
believed the glow to be that of the 
aurora borealis and did not go to the 
rescue. The next day, however, see- 
ing a sloop under sail, they at once 
stopped fishing and steamed in the di- 
rection of the sloop whose occupants 
were so exhausted that they were un- 
able to manuever their boat alongside 
the trawler. The captain of the traw- 
ler finally managed to approach the 
sloop and some of the Dutch fishermen 
jumped into the craft and brought it 
alongside the trawler, where the ship- 
wrecked men were taken on board, 
cared for and supplied with dry 
clothes. All the property of the crew 
was lost. 


"After the attack the submarine at 


once submerged and disappeared with- 
out troubling over the lot of the ship- 
wrecked sailors. 


Among the crew of the Healdton 


were thirteen Americans of whom six 
were rescued."

DESPERATE FRENCH 
ASSAULT TO SMASH 
HINDENBURG'S LINE 


(By The Associated Press.) 


The initial phase of the tremendous battle which has 


opened in northern France has apparently turned in favor 
of the French who are reported to have forced their way 
across the Aillette river and the Crozat canal at several 
points. 


Along these waterways, the Germans elected to make 


their first stand in defense of La Fere, toward AA'hich Gen!- 
eral Nivelle is rushing his advance troops in a desperate 
effort to break the Hindenbnrg line before the German de- 
fense is consolidated. 


Further south the French are attempting to batter 


their,way toward Laon, but between them and their goal 
lie the great' forests of Coucy and St. Gobain, and the 
comparatively meagre advances reported from Paris in- 
dicate that the issue is still very much in doubt. 


Some ground has been gained northeast of Soissons, 


but the fact that the French report having inflicted very 
heavy losses on the Germans is an intimation that the in- 
vaders are holding this section in force. 


French refugees from the devastated wilderness over 


which the retiring Germans have passed add their evi- 
dence to the accumulating proof that Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg's purpose is to give battle to his pursuers on 
a line running from Lille to Laon. This means that, in the 
event of the French failing to break through at La Fere, a 
further withdrawal of the Germans is due to take place on 
the British front. The sharp salient running from Arras 
to Cambrai must be evacuated and, in support of this as- 
sumption, London reports explosions and incendiary fires 
in the district about Axras. This additional retirement 
will mean the evacuation of many more square miles of 
French territory, including the great coal mines around 
Lens. 


The whole question at present appears to be whether 


the allies can move thfir heavy artillery fast enough so as 
to strike a smashing blow at the Germans before the latter 
can effectively organize their positions, according to mili- 
tary critics in Paris and London, who believe that a few 
days will decide this question.

Paris, March 23.—A violent attack 


was made by the Germans last night 
north of St. Simon, In the region east 
of Ham. Today's war office anounce- 
ment says the Germans gained some 
ground at the beginning, but were 
counter attacked immediately and 
driven back as far as Seracourt-le- 
Grande, three miles northeast of St. 
Simon. 


The French continued to advance 


north of Soissons. Fresh detachments 
crossed the Aillette. 
The statement 


says details which had been received 
regarding the attack by the Germans 
on the Vrgney-Chivres line show that 
they suffered heavy losses. Two com- 
panies of French chausseurs which 
were isolated for a moment from the 
remainder of the troops, cut their way 
through and brought back prisoners.

Concentrating for Months. 


"For several months past the Ger- 


mans have been concentrating In the 
region of this line, particularly be-

Guise. All aliens deported from north- 
ern France and Belgium were forced to 
carry out military works feverishly 
constructed. They were compelled to 
labor under terrible threats. The Ger- 
mans constructed a complete new sys- 
tem of railroads and dug deep shell 
proof shelters. 


"Localities south of the line were sys- 


tematically evacuated ana the greater 
number of the inhabitants of the towns 
and villages were repatriated, only 
men and women capable of working 
being held. None of the people in SL 
Quentin or Lano were repatriated, 
however. On the contrary, the Ger- 
mans drew a cordon around these 
towns and the most severe measures 
were taken in recent months to pre- 
vent any one from either entering or 
leaving them." 


Tsarskoe-Selo, Russia, March 23.— 


(Via London.)—Two hundred adher- 
ents and courtiers of the former Em- 
peror Nicholas, are under arrest here.

Press discovered them in the Nicholas 
gymnasium, a big building next to the 
city hall, where the combination of 
officers and soldiers who are admin- 
istering Tsarskoe-Selo has Its head- 
quarters.

a. close friend of Rasputin as well as a 


reactionary member of the court. In 
a separate room was Prince Putiatin, 
who was held prisoner. Prince Puti- 
atin was one of the reactiona.rics. For- 
merly private secretary to the emperor 
and In recent years director of the 
palace. 
Putiatin is famous for his 


presence during the interview in 1904 
between reform members of the zemst- 
vos and the emperor. 


Tho zemstvos delegation warned the 


monarch that a revolution was impend- 
! ing and before rejecting their advice, 
i Nicholas listened to 
the whispered 


counsel of Putiatin. 
Dmitri Shipoff, 


president of the zemstvos council sub- 
sequently reported that the emperor 
was under control of the prince. 


Outside of Putlatln's room three 


members of the civil militia armed 
with bayonets, are on guard. The pris- 
oners are well treated and the corri- 
dors are crowded with children waiting 
to see their parents.

London, March 23.}—The Lokal Anxeiger 
accuses President Wilson of crimina 
carelessness in his conduct of American 
German relations. The paper says: 


"Dispatches from America and othe 


neutral countries repeatedly play wit] 
the idea of the possibility of German; 
according American ships different treat 
ment from that given other neutrals on 
the ground that Germany must have an 
interest in avoiding a conflict 
with 


America. It seems a fact that America 
also is keeping alive the hope that at 
the last moment we may find a way to 
compromise with the American stand 
point. After the chancellor, as well as 
the other officials involved, have repeat- 
edly emphasized that there can be no 
going back for us, it is only necessary 
now to lay stress upon the following: 
The policy of President Wilson since the 
breaking off of diplomatic relations has 
been characterized by careless and crim- 
inal errors. He has played with the desti- 
nies of great peoples and he desires to 
make his further course depend upon 
whether Germany commits an overt act 
—that is, an openly hostile action against 
an armed American merchantman. At 
the same time he lets it be known that 
ha has commanded these armed mer- 
chantmen to open fire on their part on 
•II submarines immediately. 


"In the face of the reasons we have- 


given the whole world as the basis for 
an unrestricted submarine warfare, it is 
unparalleled rashness if 
the president 


risks tho lives of American citizens in 
the careless belief that we will not dare 
to injure them. Even apart from the 
fact that our naval authorities declare 
that it is practically impossible to dis- 
tinguish American from non-American 
merchantmen, the German government 
must emphatically decline to consider 
any discrimination. If President Wilson 
rashly wants war he should start it and 
he will have it. On our side it only re- 
mains to assure him that we have put 
an end to negotiations about submarine 
warfare once for all.

In accordance with 
instructions, that the government of 
the United States has recognized the 
new government of Russia and I, as 
ambassador of the United States, will 
be pleased 
to 
continue Intercourse 


with Russia through the medium of 
the new government. 


"May the cordial relations existing 


between the countries continue to ob- 
tain; may they prove mutually satis- 
factory and beneficial." 


The Russian foreign minister. Dr. 


Paul Milukoff, replied for the min 
isters. He said: 


"Permit me, in the name of the 


provisional government, to answer the 
act of recognition 
by 
the 
United 


States. You have been able to follow 
for yourself the events which have 
established a new order of affairs for 
free Russia. I have been more than 
once in your country and may bear 
witness that the Ideals which are rep- 
resented by the provisional 
govern- 


ment are the same as underlie the 
existence of your own country.

hope that this great change which has 
come to Russia will do much to bring 
us closer together than we have ever 
been before. 


"I must tell your excellency that 


during the last few days I have re- 
ceived many congratulations from 
prominent men in your country assur- 
ing me that th« public opinion of the 
United States Is in sympathy with us. 
Permit me t othank you. 
We are 


proud to be 
recognized first by a 


country whoso Ideals we cherish."

The ambassador desired particularly 


that the United States should be tho 
first nation to welcome the new Russian 
government into the fnmily of nations. 
He recalled America's policy to do every- 
thing in its power for the extension of 
republican principles nnd 
spoke most 


highly of a movement which in less than 
a week had given the most autocratic 
country in the world a modern govern- 


ment. 


Officials here echoed this feeling and 


were especially enthusiastic about the 
personnel of the new government, whose 
members were known to be not only 
highly patriotic and liberal minded, but 
also highly efficient to meet the eollosal 
task before them.

Baker.

t Mr. Baker do not meet the insuperable demands of the hour. 


President Wilson would command general and immediate ap- 


proval of the country by reconstruction of his cabinet to war pur- 
poses.. The proposals extensively discussed some weeks ago that a 
coalition cabinet was not the least of national preparedness measures, 
in the event of war, have just as much force today as when brought 
lip. The country would take no little reassurance from reorganization 
of the cabinet in such wise as to place the war and navy portfolios in 
hands strong, energetic and experienced.

Tabloid History of Russia).

Russia under the Mongol yoke was 


gradually united into the grand princi- 
pality of Muscovy, with Moscow as a 
capital. 


At the same time Lithuania became 


powerful in western Russia, Novgorod 
remained an Independent republic, 
and Sweden and the Livonlan knights 
prevented Muscovy's expansion to the 
north, Poland to the west, Turkey to 
the south. 


Had Novgorod cast her lot with 
Lithuania, history might have been 
different. 


This republic, which had invited the 


dynasty oC Kurik to Russia in 862 A. 
D., submitted to the grand prince of 
Muscovy in 1470. Thus the founda- 
tion of the modern Russian empire 
was laid. 


Principality after principality sub- 


mitted to Muscovy, whose ruler be- 
come known as Ivan the Great. 


Inner dissension among the Mon- 


golian overlords of Russia caused the 
empire founded by Genghis Khan to 
be split Into smaller parts. 
In Eu- 


ropean Russia appeared the Khanates 
of Kazan, Astrakhan and Crimea, and 
the Horde of the NogdJs. 


Kazan was established on the ruins 


of the ancient Bulgaria, on the Volga. 


Ivan the Great used the petty Jeal- 


ousies among the Tatars to old his 
cause, and in 1478, having made him- 
self a despot over the Russian princi- 
palities, he rebelled against the Mon- 
golian overlords. 
Ivan trampled under foot the Image 


of the khan which the latter's envoys 
brought in their Journey to receive 
Russia's tribute. Then he slew all the 
envoys hut one, who was permitted 
to carry the news to the Mongolian 
horde. 


The Muscovites and the Mongols 


faced each other finally across a river, 
over which insults were hurled. Win- 
ter came; ice formed between the two 
Inactive armies. Still there was no 
battle. 
Suddenly unexplained panic 


seized both armies; the Muscovites re- 
treated toward Moscow and the Tatars 
returned into Asia, never again to re- 
conquer their Russian empire. Thus 
ingloriously was Russia's victory over 
her Asiatic overlords won, aided by 
the collusion of Crimea, one of the in- 
dependent colonies left In Russia by 
the Tatar overflow. 


Ivan the Great next fought incon- 


clusive wars with the Lithuanians, and 
Invited Greeks and Italians into the 
court of Russia, which now, the Mon- 
gol Influence gone, toegaln again to 
assume the character of a European 
state. 
Ivan the Great's grandson, Ivan the 


Terrible, assumed the throne In 16*7, 
and signalized his reign by conquering 
and annexing Kazan and«Astrokhan. 
holding the Crimeans in check, and 
driving the Teutonic oppressors from 
Livonia and Esthonla. Poland took 
Livonia from Russia, but Ivan sent the 
Cossacks across the xlrals and took 
possession of western Siberia. Sweden 
and Poland prevented him from get- 
ting a port on the Baltic. 


The later years of Ivan's life wore 


marked by great cruelties. Ho Invent- 
ed the pastime of boiling in oil. At the 
same time ho formed an alliance with 
England, marking Russia's permanent 
entry into affairs of western Europe. 


A succession of minor czars was fol- 


lowed by a period of strife between 
pretenders to tha throne, which ended 
in the revolution ot 1805-1613. The 
entire land was bathed In blood, and 
order was restored only when a na- 
tional assembly of representatives de- 
clared the line of Rurik extinct and 
conferred the throne upon Michael 
Feodorovitch, first czar of the house of 
Romanoff. 


The Romanoffs nrst exploits will be 


told tomorrow. 


PATRIOTIC INDIANA. 


(Indianapolis News.) 


Indiana's showing In the latest re- 


cruiting Hats, compiled by the war de- 
partment, Is gratifying. Figures for 
the entire country show that the 
state's four recruiting stations stood 
among the first twenty In percentage 
of recruits to population. Fort Wayne 
led the 
nation, Indianapolis was 


fourth, Terre Haute seventh, Bvans- 
ville twentieth. Indiana, ts thus placed 
at the head of the, states In concrete 
evidences of patriotism. Talk is easy, 
but enlistment shows willingness for 
sacrifice it Is final proof that the heart 
is with the' tongue. In the east there 
has been much talk of preparedness 
and patriotism, and some disposition 
to revile the comparative calmness of 
the middle west, safe from menace of 
air craft or battleship. 
No one seri- 


ously doubted the patriotism of the 
interior sections, which has bean 


shown often enough, but there was 
some feeling that they had not been 
aroused to the gravity of the issues. 
All doubts of this character are dis- 
pelled by the recruiting figures, which 
show that—as far as Indiana Is typ- 
ical—there is no lack of patriotism 
In the middle west or failure to under- 
stand the issues. Tha absence of evi- 
dences of excitement In the streets and 
In the conversation of citizens has also 
served as reason for criticism of the 
spirit of the people. Some have ex- 
pressed doubt as to whether a call to 
arms, in the face of all that has been 
borne, would promptly bring,the de- 
sired response. The enlistments at the 
first sign of a chance for service indi- 
cate that when the time comes Indi- 
ana will stand ready to perform her 
duty to the full.

sations and college clubs, a crowd that 
filled Madison Square 
Garden last 


night enthusiastically pledged itself to 
the support of President Wilson and 
urged that there be no more delay on 
the part of the United States in enter- 
ing the European war against Ger- 
many. Among; the speakers were Klihu 
Root, who presided: Dr. John Grier 
Hibben, president of Princeton uni- 
versity; Charles S. Fairchild, who was 
secretary of the treasury under Presi- 
dent Cleveland, and Mayor Mitchell. 
United States Senator Ollle James, ol 
Kentucky: Joseph H. Choates and 
many others of prominence were pres- 
ent 


When Mr. Root, opening the meet- 


ing, declared the time had come for 
the country to act, Irrespective of par- 
ties or partisanship, the great crowd 
arose, cheering and 
waving 
small 


American flags. This demonstration 
was repeated time and again and it 
was with difficulty that Mr. Root and 
the other speakers made themselves 
heard. 


Thousands of voices joined in sing- 


ing "The Star Spangled Banner," and 
other patriotic airs, while the various 
college clubs interrupted the meeting 
at intervals by giving their yells. * 


There was frequent applause as dele- 


gations from patriotic societies mai t;h- 
ed into the Garden before the meeting 
began. .The Sons of the American 
Revolution were led by a fife and drum 
corps. 
They were followed by blue- 


jackets from the New York navy yard, 
the white and blue clad boys of the 
Junior Patriots of America and the 
members of the Home Defense league 
wearing: their new uniforms. 


When Mr. Root asserted that a 


peaceable meeting such as the one to- 
night was possible only because this 
country was protected by the armies 
and navies of the entente allies, a 
young man in the audience shouted 
that the speaker's utterances were an 
untruth.

High School Boys Will Be 


Under Direction of 


Army Officers. 


Military training will be introduced 


in the high school within the next 
week or ten days, according to a deci- 
sion that has been reached by the 
members of the school board. 


Members of the board and Prof. 


Justin N. Study, superintendent of 
schools, have consulted with Captain 
George Byroade, of Concordia college, 
and he has advised that the govern- 
ment will not furnish guns and other 
equipment unless the boys of the 
school adopt some sort of uniform. 
. To meet this requirement the board 
will have the boys wear blue serge 
suits, providing Ca.ptain Byroade Is 
unable to secure suits from the gov- 
ernment. He states that It Is possible 
that the government will allow eight 
dollars to each boy for a suit. 


_ Regardless of the action of the gov- 


ernment, military training will be in- 
troduced In the high 
school. 
The 


board has expressed its willingness to 
furnish the required bond for the 
guns and other equipment. 


In the opinion Of Captain Byroade 


the government will furnish him an- 
other officer, who will take charge of 
tho drilling of the boys. 
Four men 


who are residents of Fort Wayne and 
who are enlisted on the reserve corps 
have applied for tho position as drill 
master. 


The school board Is anxious to have 


the boys drilled to such an extent 
that they will be prepared to partici- 
pate In the annual parade on Decora- 
tion day. 


Last year one hundred and sixty 


students in the school enlisted In the 
military training course.

Is be- 


lieved that them will bo at least 250 
'.hiK year who will be glad to enlist. 


Boys in tho high school are very 


enthusiastic over the new movement 
\n<l all are hoping that In a very 
•hort time they will be able to get out 
and drill under the command of a cap- 
able officer. 


Military training in high schools 


has become a national movement and 
in many large cities the companies 
of high school students have proven 
very efficient. 


No further action will be taken In 


the matter until word Is received from 
the war department in 'Washington in 
reference to the uniforms for the 
boys.

head of the German spy system in 
this country.

Scheele who was said to be the head 
of the alleged plotters responsible for 
bomb explosions in 1915 that destroy- 
ed vessels and cargoes worth upward 
of $4,000,000 and avoided arrest by 
flinht to Mexico.

ported as saying in a statement he is 
alleged to have signed, and which was 
placed in evidence, that Scheele told 
him all bills would be paid by Captain 
von Papen, Captain Boy-Ed and Cap- 
tain Franz von Rintelen.

This prophecy 
has 
been entirely 


justified during tho last week. 


As the war developed and the in 


efficiency of the central government 
became more and more obvious and 
tho position of Russia more and more 
perilous, the various groups In the 
rtuma began to coalesce, and finally 
they formed a compact government of 
very able and 
patriotic men, with 


great experience and steadiness, who 
represent and have the confidence of 
all tho various groups concerned in 
the welfare of Russia, both at home 
and abroad. 


MllukofC, in charge of foreign af- 


fairs, not only has a great following 
in Russia, but has the absolute con- 
fidence of all the allies.

Finally came the imperial 
decree by which the Czar attemped to 
dissolve the Duma and _the National 
Council. 


Refused to Get Out. 


The Duma and Council refused to 


be dissolved. The Duma's members felt 
that they had the real backing of the 
industrial organizations which had be- 
cciuo the real though unofficial gov- 
ernment of the country. The army was 
also in sympathy with the organiza- 
tions from which they had drawn their 
supplies, and when orders were given 
the army to fire 'on the people, the 
army refused and the weakness of the 
Czar's government was at once shown. 


In order to understand the Russian 


situation it must be remembered that 
from the beginning the Czar's court 
has not been actually antagonistic to 
the Germans. The people, on the other 
hand, tin? Slavs are racially and fund- 
amentally antagonistic to Germany 
and in sympathy with the allies In the 
objects for which the war has been 
fought. The Czar's court never wished 
(Jcrnuuiy and 
Prussianism 
broken. 


Tiie Kaiser and the Czar were at heart 
in the same interest, and a real Pro- 
Ally success would mca,n a weakening 
ill the Czar's privileges and power as 
well as those of the Kaiser. Every day, 
for weeks, there has been the menace 
of a Pro-German coup in Petrograd 
and 
the overturning of the Czar's 


government will bring great relief In 
the 
councils of the Allies. It should 


promise, also, better things for the 
KiiKsinn people.

IN THE PALACE 


Tsarskoe-Selo, Russia, March 22.— 


Via London, March 23.)—On his ar- 
rival here today in the custody of four 
members of the dunia Nicholas Rom- 
anoff, 
the 
deposed 
emperor, was 


turned 
over 
immediately 
to 
the 


Tsarskoe-Seelo commander and taken 
to the Alexandrovisky palace, where 
the former Empress Alexandra al- 
ready was interned. 


The special train carrying the for- 


mer ruler arrived at 1:30 o'clock on 
the branch line outside Alexandrovis- 
ky park. On leaving the train Nich- 
olas entered an automobile accompa- 
nied by his adjutant. Prince Dolgor- 
oukoff, the only courtier of the first 
rank who accompanied him, and by 
the four duma commissioners. 
They 


were driven to the palace. 
Nicholas 


was met at the door in the left wing 
of the palace by Count Benckendorff. 
who was his marshal of the court and 
is now under arrest. 


The former ruler held himself erect, 


looking-calm and indifferent, although 
precipitated from the automobile with 
nervous haste. A battalion of the First 
rifle guard regiment was at tho rail- 
road station. 
The commander 
at 


Tsarskoe-Selo is Col. Kobullnsky, for- 
merly commander of the Petrogradsky 
regiment. To him the duma commis- 
sioners announced: 


"Our mission of handing over the . 


emperor is finished. We now go to j 
Petrograd to announce this fact to the 
duma." 


In regard to the conditions under 


which Nicholas was being held in the 
palace officers declared to The Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent they knew 
nothing. 
Concerning Alexandra and 


other members of the family the fol- 
lowing information was given: 


"All the flve children are in bed with 


the measles, for which reason Alexan- 
dra has not been outside the palace 
walls for two days. So far as is 
known no order has been issued pre- 
venting her from walking about the 
grounds. She has been forbidden to 
use the telephone or telegraph or have 
any communication with tho outside 
world. 
This morning she asked for 


permission to telephone to tho Princess 
Baratoff, a friend, asking as to her 
health. 
The request was refused. 


Twice yoste-day requests were refused 
lor her to uso the telcpiiono. No at- 
tempt has been made by ar.y adher- 
ents of tho old regime to communicate 
with her."

constitutional. The danger of a veto 
by the supreme court is removed. The 
road Is open for the Industrial reform- 
ers who still believe In "regulation." 


This Is the big significance of tho 


supreme court's decision in the Adam- 
son law just announced. It is only an 
Incident that the half million railway 
employes, engineers, conductors and 
trainmen get their "eight hour basic 
day." f 


Foir more than two years the *\>- 


preme court has been "stalling" in tho 
face of this big economic uuestion: 
Could a state legislate to llx wages? 
It was in February. 
181.1, that the 


state of Oregon passed its minimum 
wage law. On December 17. 1914. the 
case was argued before the United 
States supreme court. 
Then for two 


years nothing happened. 
On June 5. 


1918,'the court again took notice of 
tlie matter by asking that the argu- 
ments made two years before Be re- 
peated. 
On January IS and 10, 1'Jl". 


they were repeated. 


The decision in thl* case has not yet 


been handed down. 


What the 
decision 
will be is, no 


doubt, 
forecasted 
in 
this railway 


brotherhoods' case. The railway offi- 
cia.ls have claimed from the beginning 
tliat the question raised by the Adam- 
son law was one ot wages rather than 
hours. Whichever it is the court ban 
taken the road which means sustain- 
ing all this kind of legislation. 


The "Bunting ten hour day" case is 


another of these Industrial problem 
cases which the honorable court has 
been indefinitely postponing. This Is 
the test case on the right of the state 
to fix a maximum working day for 
men as well as women. It was argued 
in the supreme court April 17, 1916.

action"—strikes and similar methods 
of economic force. 


The role played by the supreme 


court and congress in this railway em- 
ployes' fight for the eight hour basic 
day is a most unusual one. The or- 
ganized 
workmen—-"the 
big 
four 


brotherhoods"—did not go to con- 
gress for what they wanted. 
They 


organized and prepared to strike. Inci- 
dentally they refused to be jockeyec 
out of their victory by any species o) 
fake arbitration. 
They had suffered 


in the past by 
railroad-interpreted 


arbitration awards. They insisted on 
what they were after; nothing more 
and nothing less. 


It was President "Wilson who drew 


congress into the aiTalr. 
He tried to 


mediate. But tho brotherhoods stood 
pat. 
Then congress stopped In and 


coerced the railroad owners and offi- 
cials by passing a law giving tho men 
what they had agreed to accept as a 
compromise.. Congress ddl this on its 
own (plus President Wilson's) mo- 
tion. 
The brotherhoods did not ask 


them to. 


Then an unpreredcntcdly raw per- 


formance WHS witnessed. The railroad 
otTirials, the United States department 
of justice and the courts entered into 
whnt might wrll bo culled a conspiracy 
to set aside and nullify a perfectly 
good I;iw. A "inont" rase was framed 
up out in Kansas and the "constitu- 
tional" <iue.stion uf the right of con- 
gress to pass surf] :i law was expedited 
to the United States supreme court. 
| And in tho meantime the owners 


siml iM.nmigers uf thi: railroads calmly 
disobeyed tho law. 


Other laws passed by congress are 


guod until they are found to be bad. 
The bulk of feilcriil legislation never 
gets to the supreme court. The income 
tax law was ohoyod for years during 
and after the rivll war without any- 
one thinking uf having a moot case 
framed up as an excuse for refusing to 
obey it. 


Hut tho railway employes are pa- 


tient. They called olT their strike or- 
ders and, on "unofficial assurances" 
that tho deoininn \vould be obtained 
from the supreme court before March 
1, 1917. they overlooked tho fact that 
the railroads should have begun the 
enforcement of the law on January 1. 
They waited. 


But March ] came and went, and 


then two more Mondays (decision 
days) came and went and the myste- 
rious 
and 
procrastinating supreme 


court did not oracle. 


At this point the railroad press bu- 


reaus opened up a can.palgn of "patri- 
otic" horror at an ysuggeKtion of a 
strike. 
They began putting out the 


"in - this-dark - hour-of-peril - to-the- 
natlon - no - loyal - raiHvny - omploye- 
could-for-a-moment-think." etr.. stuff. 


This was too much for the brother- 


hoods. To be bunked by congress and 
the supreme court was bad enough, 
but to be conscripted by the railway 
presidents in the name of God and 
country was going too far. They pre- 
pared a real strike order and set the 
alarm clock.

minister of foreign affairs in the Rus- 
sian cabinet, Paul N. Miliukoff, is one 
of Charles R. Crane's discoveries. 
Crane has always had an interest in 
the University of Chicago as well as in 
Russian revolutions, and it occurred to 
him one day that it would he a good 
thing for both Institutions to get a 
real 
Russian 
over to the United 


States to deliver some historical lec- 
tures at the university. 
So he and 


President Harper took their summer 
vacation In Russia and bumped up 
against 
MlllukofT, 
among 
others. 


Miliukoff was editing a paper, deliv- 
ering lectures and doing a dozen other 
things. They liked his style and pro- 
posed that he come and deliver the 
lectures. He consented but stipulated 
for a year's delay to prepare the lec- 
tures and incidentally learn the Eng- 
lish language. 


Wanted » Little Time. 


Miliukoft was starting the prepar- 


ation of his lecture course when hap- 
pening to be present at a secret meet- 
ing of students he was gathered in by 
Russian police and put Into jail. MI1- 
iukoff showed no concern; on the con- 
trary, he seemed rather relieved. 


"I have been wanting: a chance to 


get in a little uninterrupted work on 
my lectures," he told his friends, "and 
now see what an excellent opportunity 
I have. I shall be without other en- 
gagements and free from interrup- 
tion." 
He was provided with a table and 


writing materials and was allowed the 
use of a small court where he could 
walk up and down and think. 


"What Miliukoff did then," said Mr. 


Crane, in relating the incident, was 
truly characteristic. 
Remembering 


that he had set himself to learn the 
English language, he resolved to pre- 
pare the lectures from the first word 
in English. He was not willing to 
write them out in Russian and then 
.ranslate them into English. 
So he 


rovided himself with a lexicon and 


grammar and proceeded to write 
a lectures in English. 
At the end 


about two months he had com- 


oted the course, but it occurred to 
m that he had no speaking knowl- 
ige of English. 
A bright idea oc- 


:urred to him and he proceeded to act 
upon it. 
"Why not ask the Russian govern- 


ment to give him a furlough and let 
him out of Jail with the understand- 
ing that he would return in three 
months, and add three months to his 
jail sentence, the time to be u«ed in 
going to England to get a speaking 
knowledge of English. 


"The Russian government thought 


this an excellent plan and consented. 
Probably they thought that It insured 
his permanent exile. 
Miliukoff went 


to England, secured a good speaking 
knowledge of English, and at the end 
of his ninety-day furlough returned to 
Russia and to the prison, arriving on 
the day he had promised to be back. 
Demanded Admittance. 
It happened to be Sunday. He 


banted on the door of the prison and 
demanded admittance. 
The keeper 


told him to be on his way, that the 
Jail was full. 
Mlllukoff insisted. H« 


said 'the sentence which remained un- 
nerved entitled him to hie old quar- 
ters, and unle» the government gave 
him a formal pardon he proposed to 
serve out his sentence. 
Reluctantly 


he was admitted and was given hi* old 
cell."A little later the rector of the Uni- 
versity of Moscow happened to be 
visiting Plehve. who was then prime 
minister. He told Plehve that he was 
making several large mistakes In the 
way he was running the government, 
and among other things that it was 
foolish to imprison a man like Miliu- 
koft who was one of the best histor- 
ians in Russia, and who was an in- 
telligent liberal ana not a dangerous 
red. 
Plehve was surprised to learn 


that Miliukoff was in jail and said 
that he would send for him and have 
a talk with him. 
"A few days later they had a talk 


and each explained to the other his 
theories on patriotism and govern- 
ment. Plehve was much impressed 
and finally said to Miliukoff, 'I am in 


I need of a good minister of education 
I.would like to have you take a job.' 
Miliukoft politely declined. He said 


, he feared he could not work with 


I Plehve and would rather go back to 
. jail. 
So back he went and finished 


• out his term. At the end of It he 
came to the United States, went to 
Chicago and delivered his course of 
lectures 
and then returned to his 


work in Russia." 
At one of his periods, of exile from 


Russia Miliukoff was earning a. living 
teaching history at the University of 
Serbia at Belgrade. It happened that 
the present ambassador to the United 
States from Russia. George Bakhme- 
teff, now resident in Washington, was 
sent by Russia as minister to Serbia. 
Russia at that time exercised a dom- 
inating 
Influence over Serbia, and 


Bakhmeteff made it his first business 
to have Miliukoff flred. The relations 
between Bakhmeteff and the new for- 
eign minister Miliukoff may be easily 
guessed.

Press.)—Senator George F. Pearce, 
;h* Australian minister for defence, 
las announced that, in conformity 
with the requirements of the British 
war office, 16,BOO man a month were 
•till required to reinforce the Aus- 
•rallan expeditionary force at the 
front. 
The number of volunteers In 


January was not nearly sufficient to 
enable reinforcements to be maintain- 
ed on the basis recruired by the war 
office, as only 5,848 men enlisted in 
that month. 
Notwithstanding this marked falling 


o« in enlistment compared with the.' 
corresponding period last year, the\ 
efforts of the director general of re- 
cruiting, Donald Mackinnon, and oth- 
er persons, both men and women were 
gradually increasing the number of 
volunteers. But even this is not sat- 
isfactory to the government and every 
means known to the voluntary system 
is being employed toward augment- 
Ing the Anzacs. 


Under hl» scheme for fetching men 


to the colors, Mr. Mackinnon sug- 
gest* that women be persuaded to 
give up the companionship of mili- 
tary eliglbles who have refrained from 
enlisting. "Hekrts must be steeled." 
he says, "so that every woman can 
say firmly to any eligible man, no 
matter in what relation he stands to 
her: 
'You ought to go.'" 
The di- 


rector proceeds 
to point 
out that 


women's influence In the present re- 
cruiting movement Is vital. True. It 
demands sacrifice and the softer feel- 
ings of womanhood may have to be 
suppressed, but, he says, only the sin- 
gle aim must be kept In sight—that 
men are necessary to win the war.

Trade of Little Lowland 


Kingdom Eestricted by 


Belligerents. 


The Hasue, Netherlands, March 6.— 


(Correspondence of The Associated 
Press.)—Dislocation of the foreign 
trade of Hollared, resulting from the 
restrictions upon her imports and ex- 
ports imposed by the belligerents in 
their economic struggle, is emphasized 
by Dr. John l_.oudon. the Dutch min- 
ister for foreign affairs, and F. E. 
Posthuma. minister of agriculture, in- 
dustry and commerce. Their report, 
now made public, holds particular in- 
terest for America, as it deals in part 
with the restrictions imposed upon the 
importation of American Koods. 


Virtually everything now imported 


hy Holland from oversell, including 
Roods from Holland's own colonies, the 
ministers assert, has to be guaranteed 
hy the Netherlands Oversea Trust as 
beinp-for neutral destination and con- 
sumption. Even then, the entente al- 
lies permit no goods to be imported by 
Holland until they ascertain whether 
the various articles are needed for nor- 
mal consumption in that 
country. 


While this investigation is in progress. 
tile importations are ditained by the 
entente—-even when they come from 
Dutch colonies. America or other neu- 
tral countries. Owing to objections on 
the part of the British government, 
imports guaranteed by the Oversea 
Trust sometimes are held up for 
months after their arrival in Holland. 


Severe Restriction. 


Exportatlons for Holland virtually 


are limited to articles originating in 
neutral countries. This means. that 
Holland cannot export goods in which 
more than 25 per cent of the raw ma- 
terials came from belligerent coun- 
tries. 
.Earnest objections have been raiseo 


against the action of Great Britain in 
imposing regulations and restrictions 
upon Holland's exports, while permit- 
ting their own subjects to export the 
same goods to neutral countries, under 
conditions which the Dutch manufac- 
turers are willing to observe. By this 
action, the ministers said, Dutch pro- 
ducts are replaced by products or 
other countries. 


Dutch exports and imports hy over- 


land routes are checked by prohibi- 
tions upon transportation issued by the 
central powers. The contraband lists 
of the Teutonic allies has been ex- 
tended with damaging effect upon Hol- 
land's trade, 
The blacklist system put into ef- 


fort by some of the belligerents is de- 
clared by the Dutch ministers to have 
made It impossible for many Dutch 
firms to do business.

peatedly have been compelled to leave 
in British ports materials destined for 
the government's artillery works. Fur- 
ther shipments for America were, in 
consequence, stopped until the ma- 
terials already shipped had been re- 
leased, often after long negotiations. 
When new sihpments were made, these 
sometimes suffered the same delay.

increased so rapidly in recent years 
that, according to an article in the 1916 
Yearbook of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, the consumption is now 
many times 
greater than the pro- 


duction of olive oil, which formerly 
was the chief product used for this 
purpose. In the United States cotton- 
seed, cocoanut, and peanut oils are 
being used 
extensively. 
Corn oil is 


beginning to appear 
in the retail 


market and it is probable that sooner 
nr later numerous other oils in more or 


: less general use in foreign counties, 


j such as the sunflower, the soy bean, 


poppy seed, and sesame will become 
more common In this country. 


Food oils, like other culinary 
and 


table fats, are valuable sources of 
energy to the body, and it is for this 
reason that we regard fats, and rightly, 
as very important foodstuffs. The food 
oils are well assimilated, the question 
of which one is to be preferred 
for 


domestic use being largely a matter of 
individual taste and relative price. 


American Olive Oils Good. 


Although large quantities of olive 


oil are imported into the United States, 


I the 
American 
product 
is of high 


quality and commands a good price. 
The demand for pickled olives, how- 
ever, is so great that it pays better in- 
general to use the fruit in this way in- 
stead of crushing it for oil. Further- 
more, the American olives are not so 
rich in oil as the Italian. Many of the 
varieties grown in southern 
Europe 


contain between 40 and 60 per cent of 
oil and in this country usually less 
than 30 per cent is obtained. 


On the other hand, 
the United 


States produces by for the greater 
part of the cottonseed oil the world 
consumes. This product is in nearly 
every respect a satisfactory substitute 
for olive oil. At the present time the 
1,'nited States produces about three 
million barrels of this oil and exports 
about 700.000 barrels. The process of 
manufacturing 
the finer grades of 


cottonseed oil is described In detail in 
the article already mentioned. It is 
noteworthy that this process is much 
| more complicated than the one «m- 
' ployo<1 for the manufacture or olive 
i fil/The finest grades of the later are 


iiioso which are expressed from the 
r.-ult with the least possible subsequent 
treatment. On the other hand, 
for 


'ottonoeed oil to be'made suitable for 
human food, it must be refined and, 


, In addition, it IB often

a large residue of cake and hulls. Thin 
material !• valuable

fertilizer and con often be disposed of 
to the local farmers. For this reason 
crude cottonseed oil mills are often 
located in small towns throughout the 
cotton-growing sections. The crude oil 
is shipped from these mills to south- 
ern refineries or the packing houses of 
the North. After treatment in these 
establishments, the cloudy, dark red, 
crude product, which not infrequently 
is strong and rancid tasting, Is trans- 
formed into a clear, light yellow, bland, 
and almost tasteless oil, which is very 
desirable for those who do not care for 
a marked flavor in their salad dress- 
ings 'or for the lard taste in their 
pastry. 


Peanut OH in Favor. 


Another oil now rapidly coming In- 


to prominence is made from the pea- 
nut. This industry is especially prom- 
ising for those districts of the South in 
which the boll weevil has made the 
raising of cotton uncertain. This pest 
in some sections has decreased the pro- 
duction of cotton to such an extend 
that the local oil mills have been, com- 
pelled to seek some material 
other 


than cotton seed for their operations. 
The peanut not only furnishes this 
material but its hay and press cake 
make -highly desirable cattle feeds. 


Although its manufacture is com- 


partlvely new in this country, peanut 
oil has long been consumde In large 
Quantities elsewhere. In Europe the 
finest grades of this product are used 
exclusively for edible purposes, and the 
tremendous production in'Franco, that 
in 
Marseilfes . alone being. about 


15,500,000 gallons annually, is practi- 
cally all consumed abroad. Very little, 
if any, of the highest-grade peanut oils 
are exported 
from 
Euorpe 
to the 


United States. 


Hitherto the American product has 


suffered from a lack of uniformity and 
from the use of all kinds of stock. The 
best oil is what 
is known as cold- 


drawn. This oil comes from the mill 
sweet and brilliant and ready for table 
use. It has a pleasant nutty taste and 
needs no refining, provided, of course, 
the orginal material was clean and free 
from rancid nuts. On the other hand, 
peanut oils made from inferior material 
can be refined and the 
disagreeable

At the present time high-grade pea- 


nut oil Is not well known In the United 
States, though the use of the better 
uorts on the market is growing. Many 
persons have become accustomed to 
peanut oil and like It. as might be ex- 
pected, for It is a very palatable food 
oil when of good quality. The slow re- 
cognition of ths merits of such a pro- 
duct Is not 
surpising, because 
it 


frequently takes a long time for an un- 
familiar food to become established in 
popular favor. For instance it wa« some 
years before grapefruit, the consump- 
' tion of which is now enormous, came 
. into general use. 
' 
Quite recently corn oil has attract- 


ed some attention. This is derived from 
the small Berm portion of our common 
Indian corn. In the 
preparation 
of 


cornstarch and brewer's 
grits, and 


sometimes in the case of other corn 
products, the germ is more or less com- 
pletely separated from the rest of the 
grain. It is only in such cases that it is 
possible to make corn oil on a com- 
mercial scale, far otherwise the "coot 
of extracting it would be too great. 
As yet, corn oil is not a common house- 
hold product, but it Is now being 
placed upon the market In small re- 
tall packages. Methods for making it 
sweet and attractive have been per-

nurses ImvinK hurried from all sur- 
rounding cities as soon as they learned 
of the disaster. Over two dozen nurses 
and many doctors arrived in the city 
in a short time after the catastrophe 
and immediately started the work of 
bettering conditions. Several student 
nurses from Indianapolis were among: 
the first to offer their services. 


An emergency hospital was soon es- 


tablished and under the direction of 
the Red Cross, a relief corps of New- 
castle people was organized. 
The 


members of this corps visited everjy 
home in the stricken part of the city 
and found out just what was needed. 
All supplies were turned over to the 
Red Croos for distribution, and the 
relief corps received the necessary ar- 
ticles from this source. 


Plenty of Food Supplied. 


From other cities money and food 


came in and this wo." at once turned 
over to the emergency hospital. The 
gifts of food were more than suffi- 
cient for present needs and there are 
at the present time bushels of oranges 
and other fruit waiting to be used.

Newcastle wired that anything in 
their store could lie had at half price. 
Many other merchants throughout this 
state offered to do everything in their 
power in behalf of the sufferers. 
One 


small town sent in $700 for use in the 
work. 


Epidemic of .\foaslos. 


Following the storm, an epidemic of 


measles spread through the city. This 
was supplemented by pneumonia from 
exposure and left the victims in dire 
nepfl 
of medical attention.
